I'll try to answer your question the best | can before you get banned and with the limited amount of information you've 
provided. Info like how the explosive was used, how much, the information that the show provided, would be useful. 


After searching the net, | found no info on a "fixel" liquid explosive. This forum however, has a plethra of information on liquid 
explosives. One search of the forum would reveal you several threads. For example, a composition called "PLX" is a widely 
known liquid explosive. It is a mixture of nitromethane and an amine sensitizer. This mixture is cap sensitive and has a 
recorded VoD ranging from 6100 - 7000 m/sec depending on diameter. This could be the explosive they used, just with an 
added dye for identification and tracking. Anyway, if you don't get banned, remember to search before posting one liner 
requests like this which are specifically mentioned in the forum rules! The only way | see you not getting banned is if 
someone saves your ass with a great deal of information about this "fixel" you speak of.

A search for xylitol pentanitrate will provide you with a plethora of useful information about a very easily produced liquid 
explosive, but I'm personally not convinced that XPN would actually be particularly useful. | suppose it would always be at the 
highest density you could reasonably expect to hold a liquid at, and that's always a good thing. It's a colourless and 
transparent oily gloop, though, and not at all the way you described it.
